suggestion of John D Rockefeller J r , as a contribu­

Ohio's liquor control committees. The Liquor Control 
Act which became 
effective 
in December 1933 was 
based on the Fosdick-Scott study . 
The new lew. however, made an im portant de­ 
parture from the study 's principal recommendations. 
It combined a state-authority sy stem with a Jlcen.se 
sy stem. The state controlled liquor at the whole­ 
sale level and at the retail 
lev el for off-thc-premlses 
consumption.
